The various 
branches ot manufacturers and trade have 
appointed committees on finance and sub- 
scriptions, which latter already far exceed 
the amount expected.

purposes the. Pennsylvania Central Bailroad 
will have two separate tracks connecting 
with all ils branches, so that articles shipped 
at New Orleans, Portland or San Francisco, 
can be delivered without change of cars di- 
rectly into the buildings of the exhibition. 
Thosarnc will be true of nil foreign goods 
delivered at Jersey City. 


Arrangements will be completed to hove 


the building made a bonded warehouse, and 
it Is to be hoped that loreign exhibitors will 
be relieved from all expense and trouble on 
the arrival of the vessel containing their 
articles at the docks. A special coir-Eplttee 
on transportation has been formed, com- 
posed of Messrs. French, of Mississippi, 
Boyd, of Indiana, Marshall, of New York, 
Nye, of Maine, Sweeny, of West Virginia.

in each and every household, si the com- 
mon school reader 1 All are nmeuabla to 
the law, and ail ought to have the law in 
their possession,

counsel; yet it la a lamentable fact, that 
in onr present system of promulgating on 
laws, we can venture the assertiou that ulnt 
tenthu of the population of the State ar 
as ignorant of its principles as a pig in til 
style, except by hear say, which is uol i e 
liable and is rejectable evidence by tin 
professional. 
Professor 
of 
Law 


James Wilson, says:—"As a science, the 
law Is far from being so disagreeable o 
perplexed study, as il is frequently sup 
posed to be. Some indeed involve them- 
selves in a thlekj mist of terms ; an 
use language unknown to ail, but those o 
the profession. 
By such, the knowledg 


of tho law, like tho mysteries of some an 
cieut divinity, is confined to its initiate 
votaries; as if all others were in duty 
bound, blindly lo obey. But this ongh 
not to be the case. The knowledge o 
those rations! principles on which the la' 
is founded, ought especially in a free gov 
crnment, lo be diffused over the wholi 
community."

vised Statutes, with the full underslnndiug 
hat they are not to be transferred or con- 
veyed away in any case whatever.

more especially the profession,

consideration of the great expense to the 
State.

cy with the members in allowing the enor-
